Nguyen Van Thteu is asking 
President Nixon to meet with 
him to discuss face-to-face the 
problems of achieving a Viet- 
nam peace settlement, diplo- 
matic sources said today. 


Diplomatic and South Viet-

After 42 years with school system 


Jones will retire

With these words James H. Jones 


announced his plans for retirement as 
Superintendent of Hope Public Schools. 
"The decisions I have made in the past 
42 years with the school system fade into 
insignificance when compared to this," 
he said. 


In announcing his plans Tuesday 


Jones stated that his retirement will 
come in June. 


Jones, a native of Hope, attended the 


Hope Public Schools as a child. During 
his high school days here he was 
somewhat of a football hero. "I loved to 
play," he smiled, "and played any 
position where they needed a man." His, 
prowess on the gridiron earned him an 
athletic scholarship from Henderson- 
Brown College, Arkadelphia, then a 
Methodist College. He played halfback 
for the Reddles for four years while 
earning his BS degree at the school. He 
then attended the University of 
Arkansas at Fayetteville where he 
earned an MS degree. 


Jones' teaching career began in 1931 in 


Dierks High School where he doubled as 
principal and football coach. While at 


Dierks -he married his childhood 
sweetheart, Ruth Pate, also a 
native. ' 


Jones and his new bride returned to 


Hope in 1933. "That was the bottom of 
the depression," he explained, "and I 
felt things would be easier for us here at 
home." He began his career with the 
Hope schools as a teacher and assistant 
football coach and -*as appointed 
principal at Hope High School in 1936. 
"Those were the years I really loved. I 
really enjoyed the close association I 
had with the students. I had the op- 
portunity to see and communicate with 
them on a daily basis." 


In the fall of 1942 he was appointed 


Superintendent of Schools 


"At that time I succeeded Miss Beryl 


Henry. Her influence and success as 
superintendent helped make my new job 
easier for me. She helped build a stable 
educational system here and I've had 
the opportunity to watch it grow," he 
said. 
"When I started as superintendent our 
total enrollment was 1,800 students. Now 
our enrollment has climbed to 2,892." 


Jones smiled as he reflected on the 


past: "In my first year as superin- 
tendent our school budget was $75,000. 
Now our budget is approximately $1.25

WASHINGTON (AP) - Con- 


sumers paid slightly less for 
beef last month but a record 
high for pork, the Agriculture 
Department reported today. 


For the second consecutive 


month, there was a small de- 
crease in the general retail cost 
of food. The market price of a 
basket of foods produced on 
U.S. farms decreased 0.2 per 
cent in October, following an 
0.1 per cent decrease in Sep- 
tember. However, the October 
cost was 5.8 per cent more than 
a year ago. 


Pork, the second most popu- 


lar meat, again climbed to a 
record price average of 17.5 
cents per pound, up 1 per cent 
from September and 22.7 per 
cent more than a year ago. The 
share returned to farmen was 
44.4 per cent more than a year 
ago. 


The middleman share for 


pork was 37.4 cento per pound, 
an increase of 8.7 per cent over 
September.

Last week the Bureau of La- 


bor Statistics said take-home 
food in October rose 9.1 per 
cent from September. The Agri- 
culture Department report cov- 
ers only food produced on 
American farms and don not 
include imported item and 
seafood products. 


The BLS report also covers 


meat prices only for the fint 
week of the month while the 
USDA surveys retail beef and 
pork for the entire month. 


The USDA report shows that 


of the just under $1.13 per 
pound paid by housewives for 
beef, the "farm value" waa W.I 
cents, compared with OM in 
September and 77.5 cento in 
June and July, when cattle 
prices were higher. Of the 17.5 
cents per pound for pork, the 
"farm value" waa 90.1 cento, 
compared with S2.2 in Septem- 
ber and 91.5 in August. 


The farm value is not the 


price producers get for cattle, 
but is their share of what con- 
sumers pay at retail stores. It 
requires nearly 2.3 pounds of 
live steer, for example, to 
make one pound of super- 
market beef. 


A total market basket list of 


food items, enough to feed a 
typical family for a year, coat 
an annual rate of $1,317 in Oc- 
tober, down $5 from the record 
highs in July and August. 


Of the total, the farm share 


was $523, down from $53$ in 


September.

essing and merchandising—waa 
$794 in October, up $12 from the 
$782 in September.

prices for fresh frulto and fry- 
ing chickens contributed most 
to the decline in prices to Octo- 
ber. 


New leadership 
for Pentagon 


Inside look at Roy L. Ash

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 


ident Nixon's new budget direc- 
tor heada a huge, financially 
troubled conglomerate which is 
trying to get $380 million from 
the federal government with 
claims the Navy says are un- 
substantiated. 


The newly named Cabinet- 


level official is Roy L. Ash, 
president of Litton Industries, 
once a leading glamour stock 
on Wall Street during the hey- 
day of the conglomerates. 


The company, which Ash co- 


founded nearly 20 years ago, 
now la struggling with delays 
and coat overruns on ship- 
building for the Navy. The diffi- 
culties haloed plunge company 
earnings from $50 million in fis- 
cal 1*71 to $1.1 million in fiscal 
1$72. This year Utton's com- 
mon stock price has fallen by 
more than half. 


Litton has claimed the Navy 


should pay it $380 million for 
cancellation costs and design 
changes encountered in its con- 
struction of five giant helicop- 
ter assault ships. 


The Navy said in September 


the claims were unsubstan- 
tiated, but it nonetheless contin- 
ued an interim •financing ar- 
rangement through February 
1973. The original contract was 
for $666 million. 


The Navy wrote Litton in 


June 
expressing 
concern 


"about Litton's ability to per- 
form this contract even under 
your extended delivery sched- 
ule." It said the assault ship 
delays "could have a direct and 
potentially disastrous effect 
upon your ability to deliver the 
DD963 class destroyers" under 
a separate contract. 


Litton's new automated ship- 


yard at Pascagoula, Miss., has 
been plagued with difficulties in 


carrying out the Navy work. 


Litton also has $168 mCJton in 


three other shipbuilding claims 
pending before the Armed Serv- 
ices Board of Contract Appeals. 
, The Congressional JointEcoc , 
nomic Committee, concerned -" 
about the shipbuilding deals, 
currently is investigating Lit- 
ton. 


Asked Tuesday how he would 


handk cases such as the ship- 
building matter in which Litton 
dealt with the government, Ash 
drew a comparison with a pro- 
fessional football player who is 
traded to another team: 


"I doubt that in the next 


match he would favor the team 
he just left." 


Ash told a news conference 


after his appointment was an- 
nounced that he would sell his 
200,000 shares of Litton com- 
mon and preferred stock, worth 
well over $2 million. He said he 
would formally resign his $195,- 
000-a-year job Dec. 9.

L. Richardson will bring a new 
style of leadership to the Penta- 
gon as secretary of Defense as 
well as a new management 
team in what is certain to be a 
wholesale reshuffling of top de- 
fense officials. 


Aside from the immediate 


problems of the new budget 
and the old war, one of the first 
tasks facing the new secretary 
will be to rebuild the Pentagon 
leadership from the top down. 


Richardson, now secretary of 


Health, Education and Welfare, 
is likely to draw on his present 
staff when he moves across the 
Potomac River from HEW on 
Jan. 90. Among them is likely 
to be Jonathan Moore, 38, said 
to be Richardson's alter ego at 
HEW and himself a former 
Pentagon official under Robert 
McNamara. 


There will be a number of 


key Jobs to fill as several offi- 
cials, some holdovers from the 
Johnson administration who 
agreed to stay on under Mervin 
Laird, have already indicated a 
desire to leave. 


Richardson will have help 


from two deputy secretaries, 
one responsible for procure- 
ment and management and the 
other for international affairs 
and relations with the National 
Security Council. Traditionally 
there has been one deputy, now 
Kenneth Rush. A second was 
approved by Congress earlier 
this year, although the post was 
not filled. 


Rush, 82, former ambassador 


to West Germany, had been 
mentioned as a possible succes- 
sor to Laird and is not likely to 
remain at the Pentagon. He 
may go to the State Depart-

field by Richardson before he 
took the HEW post in 1970. 


The Pentagon is the largest 


bureaucracy in the world with 
its 2.3 million military person- 
nel and 1.1 million civilian em- 
ployes. The 110,000 Defense De- 
partment employes who are 
scheduled to be trimmed from 
the rolls next year equals the 
total number employed by 
HEW. 


Running the Pentagon is con- 


ceded to be the toughest Job in 
Washington next to the presi- 
dency. Laird has said he took it 
only because no one else want- 
ed it. He agreed to stay only 
four years. 


Richardson, 52, brings to the 


Job his background as a law- 
yer, his involvement in Re- 
publican politics in his native

make a bread of it and bake 
it. The root also of this lotus 
is fit for food, and is toler- 
ably sweet, and is round and 
of the site of an apple. There 
are also other lilies, like 
roses, that grow in the river, 
the fruit of w h i c h is con- 
tained in a separate pod that 
springs up from the root, in 
form v e r y like a wasp's 
nest; In this there are many 
berries, fit to be eaten, of 
the lire of an olive stone, and 
they are eaten both fresh 
and dried.' The Chinese often 
f l a v o r e d rice with lotus 
flowers."

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Council hears plea for teachers' salary ft/Ires 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Sala- 


ry increases for teachers and 
expansion of the public school 
program for educating handi- 
capped children are called for 
in an education budget present- 
ed to the Arkansas Legislative 
Council Tuesday. 


Under the teacher 
salary 


plan, the legislature would in* 
crease state aid to local dis- 
tricts to provide an average in- 
crease of $500 per teaching unit 
in each year of the coning 
biennium for salaries and $1M 
per teacher unit for mainte- 
nance and operations 
each 


year, according to A. W. Ford, 
state Education director, who 
presented the budget to the 


council. 


Ford said the plan would not 


mean that teachers would re- 
ceive an average $500 salary 
raise each rear, since the local 
districts would distribute the 
money according to their own 
salary formulas. 


In addition, he said, under 


the state aid formula, districts 
would receive unequal amounts 
for salary increases. 


Ford said the range per 


teacher unit — a unit Is one 
teacher for every 21 children — 
would be about $900 to 9700, de- 
pending on the wealth of the 
district. 


The council was told by Ford 


that the rtate Education Board 


and Gov. Dale Bumpers were 
in agreement on the teacher 
salary increase plan, but that 
the governor's recommendation 
for financing public school edu- 
cation for the handicapped was 
less than the board's proposal. 


The board proposes an in- 


crease of 113,733,33 in minimum 
foundation aid in the first fiscal 
year and an increase of $27.6 
million the second year. The al- 
location for the current year is 
$112,790,000. 
public school education of 
handicapped 
children 
is 


$000,000 and Ford asked for an 
increase of about $1.S million in 
each year of the coming 
biennium. 
Bumpers 
has 


recommended an increase of 
$100,000 in each year, 
i Ford noted there was litiga- 
tion in federal courts of 18 
states demanding that states 
step up their efforts to provide 
educational classes for the 
handicapped. He said there was 
"some talk" of such a suit in 
Arkansas. 


Sen. John Bearden of Leach- 


ville said many agencies of- 
fered services to handicapped 
children and it appeared "we 
might need more coordination" 
of their activities. 


Ford said he thought the ma- 


jority of handicapped children 
should be placed in special edu- 
cation classes of the public 


schools rather than in other 
programs, but said the schools 
could not make a proper eval- 
uation of whether a child could 
profit more from the public 
school classes or some other 
program. 


Ford suggested that the legis- 


lature give the evaluation au- 
thority to the Department of 
Social and Rehabilitative Serv- 
ices. 


Ford also told the council 


that it appeared advisable that 
the Education Department hire 
a lawyer to represent it in 
workmen's 
compensation 


claims filed by public school 
employes.

His talk was a three-fold presentation, The Current 


Stateof the Agri-Economy; How We Have Reacted to It; 
and some of the speakers views on the situation. "The 
Agri-economy has changed tremendously fat the last 90 
years in this part of our country." he said, "We have 
gone from cotton and grains to Soy Beans, Cattle, 
Poultry, and Forest Lands." 


In the years 1004 to 1990, inclusive, a six year period, 


cattle production in Hempstead County has increased 41 
per cent, broiler production 00 per cent, soy bean 
production 900 per cent, white there has been a decrease 
in cotton production of M per cent. In those same years 
income from agricultural pursuits has increased 190 per 
cent. 


The speaker listed briefly a number of research 


projects being conducted by our Southwest Branch 
Experiment Station, and some agricultural practices 
that are being studied and adopted all over the United 
States. Agri-research pays for iteelf.

Dear Dr. Lamb — I read 
with much interest your ar- 
ticle on low blood sugar, hy- 
poelyceuiia. I have function- 
al nypoglycemia and my doc- 
tor found my sugar to drop 
as low as 25. It seems to me, 
and believe me I know, that 
the simplest thing is usually 
left out of write-ups. Eat 
breakfast early in the day. 
Never skip a meal. Eat on 
time. Eat small meals often. 
IP other words, following a 
strict diet is an important 
part of the treatment. 


Protein is very important, 


but I have found out that it 
is not half as important as 
being on time with meals. 
This will prevent a head- 
ache. If 1 am at home, I do 
fine, but if I am on a vaca- 
tion or a guest in another 
person's home and they have 
irregular meal hours, then I 
am in trouble. I am fine and 
1 i v e a normal life today, 
thanks to God and a doctor 
who was determined to find 
out my trouble. 


Dear Reader — Symptoms 


caused when the amount of 
sugar in the blood drops to 
too low a level can be pre- 
vented by constantly eating 
more food. The food is con- 
verted to blood sugar and 
raises its level which is *«y 


the frequent meals you men- 
tion are important. The long 
intervals between meals pro- 
vide the opportunity for the 
blood sugar to fall too low. 
The longer tie interval be- 
tween jneals, the more im- 
portant it is to include a 
major portion of protein and 
fat in the meal. Fat and pro- 
tein are digested more slow- 
ly and help maintain an ade- 
quate level of blood sugar. 


I am sure most doctors 


would agree with your ob- 
servation that small frequent 
meals are helpful, but be- 
cause some individuals over- 
react to c o n c e n t r a t e d 
amounts of sugar in the diet, 
it is important to have these 
small frequent meals contain 
a significant amount of pro- 
tein and bulk. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Forty 
v e a r s ago I had TB and 
spent 13 months in a sani- 
tarium. I took pneumothorax 
treatments for a b o u t six 
years At that time I was 
told not to fly in a plane as 
my lungs w o u l d coHapse 
spontaneously. I am planning 
on flying to California soon. 
Is there any danger? 


Dear Header - No. You 


don't need to worry about it 
any more. The reason the 
doctors were concerned was 
because of your pneumotho- 


rax treatment. This proced- 
ure as you know injects air 
into the chest in the space 
between the lung and rib 
cage. This is done to cause 
the lung to collapse. This 
treatment was used in tuber- 
culosis with the thought that 
it would rest the Infected 
lung by collapsing it. Grad- 
ually the air would be ab- 
sorbed and the lung would 
i«expand. Now, during the 
pueumothorax t r e a t m e n t 
with the air trapped in the 
space between the collapsed 
lung and the rib cage, if you 
w e n t to altitude, the air 
would expand, because of the 
decreased barometric pres- 
sure at altitude. As the air 
would expand, it would cre- 
ate further pressure on the 
lung and cause it to collapse 
more and perhaps c a u s e 
pressure against the good 
lung as well as the heart and 
blood vessel structure in the 
chest cage. This ran be a 
very serious problem.
